One of 
the greatest difficulties is where people 
call whb'have sold property during the. 
year «nd failed to .notify the board of 
review of .the sale.1 When the.assessors 
:tre out on their regular rounds they 
simply take a description of the real es- 
tate aind go ou the record of the pre- 
vious year, assessing the taxes on the 
theory that the same person owns the 
property. The fact is that hundreds of 
piece.* change • hand*. 


Notice.,is generally given for all prop- 


erty owners to appear before the board 
of review and make complaint or corrcc- 
tiens, as the case may be. Not one-half 
of thos;e who have sold pieces of land 
c^'er- appear and when they call to pay 
taxes, rind that they arc taxed for the 
property, sold and then the correction 
must be made. Assessor John Lieglcr 
has been engaged by the mayor to be at 
th** treasurer's, oflicc continually during 
tax, time, to make these corrections.

several other plants in Chicago and many 
more at other points in the- west, and. 
some in the east. Ji carried insurance, 
on all its property and it is believed the 
loss will be fully recovered.

''The duty on hemp in this country is 


$20 a ton. The Philippines commission, 
in its tariff 
law. provided an 
export 


duty of $7.50 a ton 
on hemp shipped 


from that country. This makes a com- 
bined tax of $27 T>0 a ton on Philippine 
hemp seeking a market 
in the United 


States. It would practically shut 
out 


all hemp from the 
Philippine islands 


coming, into this market. 


"The duty on tobacco Ju the Diuglcy 


bill is from .30 cents to $2.50 a pound. 
In the Philippine'tariff bill there is au 
export duty of 81.3 a ton. This export 
duty would prevent Philippine 
tobacuo 


from competing in this mavWt with the 
tobacco from Cuba or any.other, foreign 
countries. The Philippines commission 
also placed an export duty.on rice, su- 
gar, indigo and cocoamits. 


''It is admitted-by conservative Re- 


publican senators that there must 
be 


some 
tariff 
concessions made to the 


Philippines in order 
to place the prod- 


ucts from 
these islands on an equal 


footing with similar products from for- 
eign countries in our market. It 
has 


been suggested that these concessions 
be made., so as to have the 
tariff rate 


here and the export rate in the Philip- 
pines amount to the same as the Ding- 
Icy rate, on foreign products. 


"Hemp is at present the most impor- 


tant export of the Philippines, and it is

PE?T?nr BETTER POSTAGE. 


All talk of one-cent postage is the 


rankest folly. The .experience taught 
the postal department through'all the 
.years is an object lesson in this-matter. 
Not that one-cent postage -has been 
•tried,'but the certain-reduction, of reve- 
nues is sufficient to deter-.the boldest 
from advising the trial. The depart- 
ment has seemingly tried to see if re- 
ductions in expenses or increases'either 
way, in the revenues could be made 
through throwing it on the second-class 
matter and the constant harrassing for 
now some time, with ' the 
strenuous 


kicking of victims and the strong fears, 
not 
wholly unjustified, 
on the part of 


the publishers, that they were seriously 
threatened with 
virtual 
extinction. 


Then there w*re the thirty-five millions 
or so paid the transportation compan- 
ies for carry5/ig 'the mails, about a third 
of the entire revenues, but in looking at 
this aspect, the mere idea of touching 
the feeding grounds of the railroad ring, 
was sufficient, to instantly reject it. 


As matters then now stand the hope 


of one-cent postage, pay ing its. way is a 
vain one. Well informed officials of the 
postal departments say the -loss would 
not. be ksa than $30,000,000 to $35,000,- 
000. But the one objection, and the 
one unanswerable argument to the as- 
sertion Englflind has penny postage, is 
the answer England has no such thing. 
England .it is true., has penny postage, 
but their pennies are equal to two pen- 
nies American coin. Again, " England 
could far better have half 
penny-post- 


age, equal to our in one-cent postage, 
because her railways could not 
secure 


such 
high remuneration 
and the dis- 


tances are far shorter. 


It looks that we shall have a two-cent 


letter rate for some time to come. 


A REFORM IX DIVORCE LAW. 
Tho law has made a notable advance 


in Xew York upon the lines that\ has 
visited the greatest injustice upon par- 
ties implicated in suits brought by com- 
plainants, but in which a settlement by 
no means cleared them. A suit decided 
the other day was favorable'to the wo- 
man plaintiff, who sued for vindication. 
This plaintiff had been named- as" co-re 
spondenb'in a divorce case, it appearing 
that 
the woman suing 
for divorce 


brought in her name as one covered 
with guilt, and the man nob defending 
the suit against him and was to permit 
judgment for divorne without 
defense. 


This would naturally leave 
the 
poor 


woman charged with a crime in the air, 
so to speak in the slang of the day, and 
with no apparent remedy that her name 
be cleared with the dark aspersion cast 
upon i,t_. so the new law was 
invoked. 


Application was accordingly made to the 
judge, who could not refuse to net in 
accordance with the lav- which author- 
ized accused co-respondents .to protect 
themselves and therewith he acted fav- 
orably upon the request, and. the ease, 
instead of being .settled as so many di- 
vorce cases are, was sent to a jury, de- 
spite the objections of the woman who 
had accused her with guilt. It is 
no 


more than right where people 
are ac- 


cused indirectly of guilt; 
they 
should 


not be cast one side, as is the «ise 
where suits are settled quietly 
ancl 


without contest, and the Xew York law 
is right.
